In tho Imperial Parliament, Mr. \V. H. 
Smith, in reply to Colonel Arbuthnot, 
said tho sum of £50,000 was promised in 
December, 1874, to be contributed by the 
Imperial Government on tho completion 
of tho Esquimalt dock. Ii" believed that 
the Province of British Columbia had al- 
ready expended £41,000 on the clock. 
Ho declined to enter into tho considera- 
tion of the question as to the best site of 
a dock for the Pacific station. There was 
no doubt that the Dominion Government 
did undertake to use its influence to secure 
the continued maintenance of the naval 
station at Esquimau. Mr. Ohilders ask- 
ed whether tho promise in 1874 was to 
make a grant or a loan. Mr. W. H. 
Smith said tlioro had been a previous 
promise of £30,000 as a grant on tho com- 
pletion of tho docks, and it had since been 
extended to £50,000.— English paper. 

A few days ago we published a re- 
ply made by Sir Michael Hicks Beacu 
in the Imperial Parliament to a ques- 
tion put by a member. In that reply- 
Sir Michael is reported to have stated 
that "it was doubted whether Esqui- 
mau was tho best place that could be 
solected" for a graving dock. Tho Na- 
naimo Free Press seizes the opportunity 
that seems to present itself in that reply 
to point out the supposed superior ad- 
vantages that are offered by Nanaimo 
for the construction of a dock. To pre- 
vent further misapprehension we may 
as well state that thero has been no 
condemnation of Esquinialt harbor as 
the site of the dock, nor is any contem- 
plated. It is believed that the reply 
of Sir Michael Hicks Beach referred 
moro particularly to the site of the 
dockyard and not to that of the grav- 
ing dock. It is asserted that tho site 
of the dockyard has been condemned as 
too exposed in case of an assault; and 
that distinguished military men have re- 
ported that to insure perfect immunity 
from attack it must be removed — 
not from Esquinialt harbor, but further 
up the same harbor; Duntze's Point 
being regarded as untenable in caso of 
war. Tho dockyard may therefore bo 
removed. Whether a removal of the 
dockyard would encompass the removal 
of tho drydeck, remains to l;c sec:; ; 
but we incline to the opinion that it 
would not, unless tho Imperial Govern- 
ment should bear the expense It would 
be disagreeable intelligence for the peo- 
ple of tho Province to be told that their 
dock, after having received tho ap- 
proval of successive Admirals, is in the 
wrong place I

About eight weeks ago wo referred 
to the postponement of the Poole 
murder case at Clinton and expressed 
regret that the Crown was not prepar- 
ed to proceed with the trial when the 
case was called on. Wo also referred 
to Mr. Harrison, jr., who had been 
entrusted with tho conduct of the 
Crown business on the Mainland, as a 
3'oung man of good parts but inex- 
perienced. Having pointed out what 
we conceived to be facts so palpable 
as to admit of no argument in denial, 
the matter was dismissed from our 
mind, and we thought no more of it 
until yesterday morning when we re- 
ceived a summons to attend at the 
Police Court at 1 1 o'clock to-day and 
answer a charge of libel preferred by 
"Eli Harbison- tho Younger:" ^V<> 
have ever claimed and exercised the 
right to freely criticize (always within 
tho bounds of truth and decency) the 
conduct of our public men. We fought 
for and established that right for the 
Press of the Province many years ago 
— when tho young complainant was 
wrapped in legal swaddling-clothes 
and imbibed deep draughts of knowl- 
edge from the legal nursing-bottle of 
the Gamaliel at whose feet he road law. 
It need not be feared that in these latter 
days we shall surrender that 
without a struggle.

His Honor in giving judgment in this 
ctisu said iiu li'id eonsidorud tito author- 
ities referred to by counsel and had come 
to the conclusion that one of the Acts 
quoted had been extended to this Pro- 
vince rtnd one had not. He therefore 
could take no notice of the latter, but 
acting under the former and believing, as lie 
stated yesterday, that there was n prima 
facie case against the prisoners they would 
bo committed in the usual manner For ex- 
tradition. 

The prisoners were then removed, 

Arthur Thompson, charged on suspicion 
with stealing a valise containing $130 and 
a quantity of valuable papers, the pio 
porty of Frederick Hein. 

Tho Superintendent of Police stated 
that tho case was one of longstanding and 
that the warrant for the arrest, of the 
prisoner had been issued in 1878. A re- 
mand until Monday was necessary inas- 
much as the owner of the property alleg- 
ed to have been stolon was in New West- 
minster. 

'< Tho application for the remand was 
granted. 

Mr. Courtney, who appeared for the 
prisoner, asked that his client be admitted 
to bail. 

HiB Honor consented, provided that the 
bail furnished was substantial. 

THE GAME LAW. 

R. S. Machell, charged with having in 
his possession, on or about tho '25th .July 
at his residence on Rae street, the whole 
or portion of a deer, knowing tho same to 
bo game, contrary to the provisions of the 
"Game Law 1878." 

Mr. Drake appeared for tho defendant. 

Sergeant Bloomfield, who kid the in- 
formation in the case, testified to its 
truth and identified the defendant in 
Court. 

Honry Wootton deposed that ho lives on 
Rao street and that tho defendant resides 
in tho samo house. On or about the 25th 
July tho defendant brought a deer to tho 
house. 

Cross-examined - 1 think it was on a 
Monday; it may have been the '28th July. 

To the Court- The deer was cooked 
and I think Capt. Machell ate some nf it; 
I swear positively it was in the month of 
July. 

George Anderson, who resides mi the 
corner of Fort and Blanchard streets, de- 
posed that ho has been in the habit of 
going to the house where defendant lives 
with bread; in July last saw a piece of 
venison hanging up. 

Mr. Courtney, who appeared for the 
prosecutor, said he would rest his case 
here, although he could call other wit- 
nesses to provo the fact that, on or about 
tho date stated, the defendant was in pos- 
session of tho dour. 

Mr. Drake said ho would be able to 
show that the doer was killed at a spot 
considerably outside tho limits of the dis- 
tricts to which the Game Law of 1878 ap- 
plied and submitted that such being the 
wise no offence had boon committed. 

Wm. Hunt deposed that he is well ac- 
quainted with Coldstream district, and 
knows tho map in the Lands and Works 
Department defining tho limits of the dis- 
trict. Saw Capt. Machell about 7 miles 
or more from Sooke road ; ho was camped 
out on a Sunday. 

Mr. Drake here put in a map of the 
district. 

Mr. Courtney objected to any evidence 
in connection with tho map being receiv- 
ed inasmuch as it was not tho ono referred 
to in tho sections of the Camo Law un- 
der which tho proceedings were taken. 

Mr. Drake said he would provt tho 
map to be a copy of the official ono. 

Witness— Tho spot whore Capt. Mach- 
ell was would be about 7 miles westerly 
of the Sooko road ; probably 1 J miles out 
of tho District. 

Cross-examined— Capt. Machell was in 
camp, not hunting ; did not sec him kill 
a deor, but think he had ono with him ; 
don't know whether ho fired a shot ornot; 
it was in July when I saw him ; he could 
have packed a doer out along the trail 
from where lie was camped. 

M. W. T. Drake deposed that ho was 
out with the defendant on tho occasion in 
quostioir, they went out on a Friday and 
got to tho hunting grounds on Saturday; 
they went entirely outside tho limits of 
Coldstream district ; the boundary is an 
imaginary line starting from a point on 
tho Goldstream road some 2 miles east of 
Wolf Crook and running pretty nearly due 
south; the place where they camped was 
consequently beyond the lino shown on 
the oflicial map; the Sooko hills running 
beside tho river wore just on tho other 



side of tho valley where they were. The 
placo was outside Goldstream, Sooke or 
Esquimalt districts. Witness desired to 
state that he had not hunted with a hound 
during tho close season. He had been 
accused of doing so and ho wished to 
mako a public denial of it undor oath. 

Cross-examined — Saw defendant with a 
deor in camp; it was the same ono that ho 
brought into town; I know because I 
drove in behind him and saw tho deer 
put in his cart. 

To the Court— We were at least 1A 
miles beyond the boundary lino. 

Capt. Machell, being placed in the wit- 
ness box, deposed that ho shot the deer 
in question a*; a spot about one-third of a 
mile to the northeast of the camp; to the 
best of his belief it was entirely outside 
tho boundary line. 

Mr. Courtney, in reviewing the evidence, 
contended that the mere fact of being in 
possession of deer during the close season, 
no matter where it camo from, rendered 
the defendant liable to tho provisions of 
the Act. Ho also submitted that tho evi- 
dence was insufficient to. show that the 
d;nr was killed outside the districts to 
which the Act applies. 

Mr. Drake argued that the deer had not, 
boon killed within tho districts defined by 
the Act and that consequently no oQ'once 
had been committed. He held that the 
Act was an absurdity in many of its pro- 
visions, because it made the more posses- 
sion of water fowl — not being wild fowl— 
or the ownership of a tame deer within 
certain limits an offence. 

His Honor said that hu had had to deal 
with a case of an almost similar nature on a 
former occasion and that ho had then 
given judgment in favor of tho defendant. 
In the present case ho considered that the 
accused had proved that tho deer was 
killed outside of tho districts to which tho 
prohibitory clauses of tho Act applied and 
consequently the summons must bo dis- 
missed. 

The prosecution in tho other cases of a 
similar nature was thereupon dropped, 
but it was intimated that the decision of 
His Honor would be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court.

Bench Mining. 

The Chinese are rapidly possessing 
themselves of the benches which lino Fras- 
er River, almost from Cottonwood Canon 
to the town of Hope, a distance of several 
hundred miles. About the town of Lil- 
looet thoy are carrying out operations 
upon an oxtensive scale. Water has beon 
brought a long distance by means of a 
ditch at a cost of §20,000 and a long lino 
of benches and flats will bo sluiced off. 
All these benches aro known to hold gold. 
They prospect high, and tho difficulty of 
procuring water to wash them down has 
beon met, as wo have stated, by tho con- 
struction of a ditch. It is said, wo do not 
know with how much truth, that tho 
diggings are yielding §10 per day to the 
hand and that 200 Chinese aro employed 
thereon. This gives a daily yield of §2000, 
a very handsome return, indeed, for la- 
bor oxpondod on diggings that white men 
abandoned many years ago for want of 
capital to mako a ditch. It would bo a 
strange circumstanco if all the bunch dig- 
gings in tho country wore to fall into tho 
hands of Chinese. Tho gold extracted 
would not add much to tho circulating 
medium of the world, as it would bo most- 
ly sent to China, there to ho "salted 
down."

A burglar who was convicted fit 
Bel ford last Saturday seems to iiavo 
been one of the mildest-mannered men 
that ever burgled, if we may be par- 
doned the use of a convenient Ameri- 
canism. He was observed where he 
ought not to have boon by a young 
lady, on a visit to her uncle and aunt 
at Luton, who was reading in hor bed- 
room about 10 o'clock at night, and 
who, the door being open, became sud- 
denly aware of u man standing on the 
threshold of her chamber. It need 
hardly bo remarked that the tirst thing 
she did was to scream, nor that, when 
the stranger told her ho would do her 
no harm, she, with the usual docility of 
her sox, screamed tho louder. There- 
upon appeared upon the scene the par- 
ti ill 1 forms of the uncle and aunt, who 
displayed a not unnatural curiosity to 
know what the gentleman wanted. 
The intruder, if wo may call him by so 
harsh a name, politely remarked that 
he had made an unfortunate mistake, 
that, lie had gone into the wronghou.se, 
and that he trusted lie had caused no 
inconvenience. To an inquiry how ho 
had got in he replied with tho simple 
directions, "through the kitchen win- 
dow," upon the sill of which were 
found his shoes. Consideration for his 
foelings obviously precluded tho awk- 
ward question why he had taken his 
shoes oil', and the self-invited guest 
and his involuntary entertainer parted 
at the front door with mutual saluta- 
tions and apparently on the best of 
terms. This civility, however, of the 
host was treacherous, for he forthwith 
summoned the police, and to them de- 
nounced the proceedings and described 
the features of "tho man who called 
too late." It was then discovered that 
Samuel Taylor was tho name of both 
the prosecutor and tho prosecuted, a 
fact which may have partly suggested 
the defence set up at the trial, where 
it was sought to be shown that the 
prisoner believed himself to be getting 
into his own house without a latchkey. 
Ilis sister deposed that her brother liv- 
ed with herself and her mother when 
he was at Luton, "and quiet," as she 
judiciously added. Ho was in the 
habit of coming home late, and getting 
through the window, though she did 
not say that ho camo in shoeless on 
these occasions. She also declared that 
he was "queer at times," and Blared 
vacantly about him, but a local police- 
man, being appealed to for corrobora- 
tion of the staring, declared that, in 
his experience, tho prisoner only stared 
until ho could lind a public house after 
which ho ceaaed to staro, being prob- 
ably otherwise engaged. The shoes, 
however, were too much for tho jury, 
and four months' hard labour will 
doubtless impress upon the burglarious 
Samuel Taylor the importance of men- 
tally distinguishing between the houses 
of Luton. — London *Vew3.

CALIFORNIA. 

San - Francisco, Aug. 25. — Great in- 
terest has been manifested to obtain the 
statement of the American District 
Telegraph boy who accompanied Dn- 
Voung in the coupe at the time of tho 
shooting, but difficulty was experienced 
in finding him, as his name was at first 
kept secret. A number of contradic- 
tory statements were given out as to 
the course adopted by De Young im- 
mediately preceding tho affair, which 
the boy's statement was expected to 
clear up. Ho was run down by a re- 
potter of the Bulletin to-day, and his 
statement is published as follows: 

At about 9 o'clock on Saturday morn- 
ing a gentleman drove up to the branch 
office at No. 961 Mission street in a 
coupe and called for a messenger boy. 
It was my turn to go out and I want 
with him. I did not know the gentle- 
man in the coupe, never having seen 
him before. We drove on to No. 2314 
Nineteenth street. He told me to go 
to the house and inquire for Mr. Kal- 
loch and tell him that a lady in the 
coupe wanted to see him. The door 
was opened by a boy. I delivered the 
message and tho boy told me that Dr. 
Kalloch was not in. The gentleman 
then told to inquire what Mr. Kalloch's 
office hours were. I did so and was told 
that he was at bis office from 10 to 12. 
We then drove from Mr. Kalloch's 
house along Mission street to Fifth. Bo- 
fore reaching Fifth street, Mr. De- 
Young lowered a window of the coupe. 
Wo turned down Jessie street to the 
J essio entrance to the temple, passing a 
buggy before stopping. When we 
stopped Mr. De Young peeped through 
a curtain of the rear window of the 
coupe, and said: Vou see that man 
with a white ulster on— tell him that a 
lady in the coupe wants to soe him. I 
went to the gentleman in the ulster, 
who was in the buggy accompanied by 
another man and in the act of picking 
up the reins. When I delivered Mr. 
DeYoung's message he at once stepped 
down and approached the coupe cau- 
tiously as if he appeared to anticipate 
something wrong, peering sideways at 
tho window of tho coupe. When ho 
reached the coupe a shot was fired 
which so frightened mo that I ran as 
fast as I could back to tho office. 

The boy had not read accounts in 
the papers of nn impending difficulty 
between De Young and Kalloch. Ho 
did not suspect at any time during the 
ride that the person with him in the 
coupe intended to do anybody any 
harm. The gentleman was cool, and 
there was nothing about his person to 
indicate that he contemplated the deed 
that was committed.

LONDON, Aug. 11 — Private letters 
from Alexandria state that one Mirzam, 
a broker and naturalized American 
citizen, recently attacked Dalian Pasha, 
confidential agent of the ex-Khedive 
Ismail Pasha, near the Bourse, in con- 
sequence of a private grudge. Mirzam 
struck Dalian Pasha with a cano. Tho 
latter fled and Mirzam then shot him 
dead. Mirzam surrendered himself 
and is now in prison. The United 
States authorities at Washington have 
telegraphed that the prisoner must be 
kept in custody and if the acting 
Consul-General of the U.S. cannot try 
him, he must be conlined until the Con- 
sul-General slnill return from a four 
months' furlough. 

Washington, D.C., Aug. 11. — The 
State Department, has telegraphed the 
the Yico-Consul-Genoral at Alexandria, 
Egypt, regarding tho shooting of Dash- 
an Pasha by Mirzam, a naturalized 
American citizen, that Vice-Consuls- 
General are clothed with all the pow- 
ers of Consuls-General in the latter's 
absence, and there is no reason why 
the trial of Mirzan should not proceed, 



Salt fish are quickest and best fresh- 
ened by soaking in some milk. 

That cool rain and soda will remove 
machine grease from washable fabrics. 

That fish may be scaled much easier 
by dipping into boiling water about a 
minute. 

Every one of these receipts is un- 
failing. Cut out this slip and place it 
in a book for reference. 

That ripe tomatoes will remove ink 
and other stains from white cloth; also 
from tht! hands. 

That a teaspoonful of turpentine boil- 
ed with your white clothes will aid the 
whitening process. 

That fresh meat after beginning to 
sour will sweeten if placed out of doors 
in tho cool over night. 

That fish may as well be scaled if de- 
sired before packing down in salt though 
in that case do not seuld them. 

That milk which is turned or chang- 
ed may bo sweetened and rendered fit 
for use again by stirring in a little 
soda. 

That kerosene will soften boots and 
shoes -which havo been hardened by 
water, and render them as pliable as 
ever. 

That boiled starch is much improved 
by tho addition of a littlo sperm or a 
little salt, or both, or a little gum arabic 
dissolved. 

That salt will curdle new milk; hence 
in preparing milk porridge, gravies, dkc, 
tho salt should not be added until tho 
dish is prepared. 

That clear boiling water will removo 
tea stains and many fruit stains. Pour 
the water through the stain and thus 
prevent the spreading over the fabric. 

That kerosene will make tea kettles 
bright as new. Sat mate a woolen rag 
and rub with it. It will also remove 
stains from tho clean varnished furni- 
ture. 

That beeswax and salt will make 
your rusty flat iron as clean and as 
smooth as glass. Tie n lump of wax 
in a rag and keep it for that purpose. 
When tho irons aro hot, rub them first 
with tho wax rag and then scour with 
a paper or cloth sprinkled with salt. 

Dr. Erasmus Wilson says:—" We 
all know that there is nothing more 
painful than n sprain of an tinkle; it 
will lay a man up longer then tho 
fracture of a bone, and he may recover 
with a very weakened joint. Accom- 
panying a country medical man ii? his 
rounds he told me he had . inde a groat 
discovery in tho treatment of sprains. 
'The way I cure a sprain,' he said, 'is 
this: — I tako some lard; I warm it, 
and rub it into the sprain half or three 
quarters of an hour. I then take some 
cotton wool and wrap it round the 
joint and put on a light bandage. Tho 
sprains, which would have taken many 
months to get well, get well in a few 
days — certainly in a few weeks — with- 
oot any ill effects or after consequences. 
Mr. Wilson adds : — "I tried this treat- 
ment and found that it succeeded ad- 
mirably." 

Spiced Corn - Beek. — Mr. Henry 
Ward Beecher, in a recent number of 
the "Daisy," gave the following in- 
structions for the preparation of the 
above : Get ton pounds of the best 
beef, that which is used for drying — 
the "rump" or "round" — is the most 
desirable. Mix two cups of salt, two 
of molasses, two tablespoonfuls of 
saltpetre, one tablespoonful of ground 
pepper, one of ground cloves, half a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, and a tea- 
spoonful and a half of rod pepper, and, 
if fancied, half a tablespoonful of all- 
spice, and a slight sprinkling of herbs 
(a little sage, thyme and sweet marjor- 
am), not more than half a tablespoon- 
ful of each. Stir all together, and rub 
well into the beef. Let it stand in 
whatever liquor is left from the first 
rubbing twenty-four hours, then turn 
over and rub in the seasoning again. 
Continue this for ten days, when it 
will bo ready for use. 

Mutton Broth. — Take a piece of 
the best end of a neck of mutton (say- 
six cutlets), saw short off, the end of 
the ribs in one piece, also the chine, 
divide the cutlets and trim of]' the fat. 
Put the cutlets, ribs, and chine into a 
saucepan with two quarts of cold wa- 
ter, and two tablespoonfuls of pnarl 
barley ; wlfon the saucepan has been on 
the fire for half an hour throw in ono 
onion, two carrots, one turnip, and 
half a head of celery, all cut in small 
squares the size of peas. Keep on 
skimming the broth of all fat, and 
scum at intervals ; when it has boiled 
another hour, add pepper and stilt to 
taste, a pinch of powdered thyme, and 
a dessertspoonful of finely miucod pars- 
ley. Then let tho broth simmer gently 
until wanted, removing the ribs and 
chine at the time of serving. 



the evening service some attempt was 
made to neutralize this sad blunder by 
a particularly emphatic recitation of 
the proper prayer, hut Providence it- 
self might almost bo bewildered by 
such contradictory requests. If it 
rains "cats and dogs" after this at Rhyl, 
wo fear nobody there will have tho 
right to complain; indeed, to be quite 
consistent, the prayer for fine weather 
in all other places ought henceforth to 
conclude with the addendum "except 
at Rhyl." Seriously, this is very un- 
toward at a time when another rainy 
day or two must finish the farmers; 
and we could find it in our hearts to 
suggest that the careless pastor should 
do penance by standing in a wet sheet 
in the aisle of his own church. He is 
not, indeed, so questionable in his or 
thodoxy as the rural rector who, being 
entreated by tho parishioners to sub- 
plicate fine weather, stepped medita- 
tively to the barometer, tapped it, and 
said, "Gentlemen, 1 think we had bet- 
el" wait till the glass rises a little." 
But he was very careless notwithstand- 
ing and we can hardly wonder that it 
was shockingly wot yesterday at Rhyl. 
Far preferable to such levity or forget 
fulness was the simple earnestness of 
tho Orkney minister who, being asked 
to pray for better weather, went into 
tho task heartily us follows: "Lord, 
send us braw weather, and a bit sough 
of breeze that will dree the stra 1 and 
winna harm the heads; but, if ye blnw 
us a tearin', rivin', bletherin' gale, liko 
what we've been hav'ing, yo'll play the 
vara mischief wi' the aits, and fairly 
spoil a." — London Telegraph.

I A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That audi part of tnu City bounded 
' on the North by Johnson street, on tlie 

South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broad street and on the West by tho 
Water Frontage be hereby declared with- 
in tho Fire Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stono or othor incombustible material and 

i such outside Walls shall extend four feot 
i above Wall Plate of Roof, and party Walls 
i shall also extend to same height above 
j Wall Plate of Roof. Roofs shall be cov- 
j cred with such material as will afford pro- 
! taction against Fire and the Walls shall 
bo bo constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of tho 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from till and every part of tho interior and 
: exterior of any adjoining Building. If 
; the apox of Roof should exceed tho height 
! of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In the caao of 
Gables the "Walls are to be carried up to 
the full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho term Building, un applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

IS. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

■I The Wooden Building within thu 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without tho written permission of 
the Chiof Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
tho Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo givon 
if any increase will bo made by tho pro- 
rased change or alteration in tho size of 
any Wooden Building within tho said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase the valuo of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
ollicu of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Fire 
Limits shall bo removod oxcopt to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outsido tho Firo Limits. 

(j. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tho judgment of the Chiof Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by firo to the extent of ono-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon tlte 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving S'jch notico shall within ton days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
require incuts thereof. 

7. One. Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not loss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. 2'tro Story Buildings— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick Walls — Ground 
floor to bo not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 

j inches thick. 

8, Any person or persons violating any 
i of tlte provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
j deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 

on conviction thereof beforo the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
Icbs titan ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

5). The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardons 
are required to see that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to mako com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. ' 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, Ono Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
